Act. ; 

The investigation was 
opened at the request of an 
individual and reopened be- 
cause of “new informa- 
tion.” Both Investigations — 
are now closed. An attorney 
‘with the special counsel’s 
office declined to name the 
individual who requested 
the investigations. 

In part, the Hatch Act, 

- applies to local employees: 
if they work for certain in- 
stitutions that receive feder- 
al loans or grants. The sher- 
iff’s office receives some 
federal money, but the; 
Hatch Act did not apply in- 
this case.

Veterans funding increased 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. House of 
Representatives today passed the Fiscal 
Year 2009 Military Construction and Vet- 
erans Affairs Appropriations Act, provid- 
ing critical funding for America’s serv- 
icemen and women, their families and vet- 
erans. U.S. Congressman Bart Stupak (D- 


‘ Menominee) voted in support of the bill, 


which included $4 million for two 
projects at Camp Grayling as well as an 
amendment Stupak offered to freeze the 
mileage reimbursement deductible for 
veterans. 

“The fact that this is the first spending 
bill passed by Congress this year shows 
how high of a priority our veterans are,” 


Stupak said. “This bill’s 11 percent fund- 
ing increase builds on last year’s historic 
increase in funding to improve the serv- 
ices available to our veterans.” 

The bill includes an increase in the gas 
mileage reimbursement rate from 28.5 to 
41.5 cents per miles for veterans traveling 


toa VA health care facility. Under current 


law, each time the mileage reimburse- 
ment rate is increased the Secretary of 
Veterans Affairs is required to propor- 
tionally increase the deductible veterans 
must pay to receive this benefit. Stupak 
offered an amendment, which was passed 
and included in the final bill, preventing 
the VA from increasing the deductible 


veterans must pay to receive their mileage 
reimbursement. 

Currently, veterans traveling to a VA 
facility for an exam, treatment or other 
medical care receive a mileage reim- 
bursement of 28.5 cents per mile. Howev- 
er, the 28.5-cent per mile benefit is sub- 
ject to a $7.77: deductible for each one- 
way trip and $15.54 for a round trip. Stu- 
pak estimates that without his-amendment 
veterans would have faced a 45 percent 
increase in the deductible they pay to re- 
ceive their mileage reimbursement, for a 
total of $11.31 for a one- way trip or 
$22.62 round trip. 

“With gas prices at $4 a gallon it’s hard 


to justify an increase in the. deductible 
veterans are required to pay for the mile- 
age reimbursement they receive,” Stupak 
said. “Raising the deductible defeats the 
purpose of increasing the reimbursement 
rate in the first place. This freeze on the 
deductible will provide some relief for 
veterans, who - like all Americans - are 
being Squeezed by: skyrocketing gas 
prices.’ 

Stupak said he would continue working 
with the chairman and ranking member of’ 
the appropriations subcommittee to: com- 
pletely phase out the required deductible 
for mileage reimbursement.

Minor 
Sprains 


A sprain is an injury to a 
ligament that’s caused by 
excessive stretching. For minor 
sprains, remember P.R.LC.E. 
Protect the injured limb; you 
may want to use a splint or 
crutches. Rest the injured area. 
Ice the sprain as soon as 
possible after the injury. Ice 
the area for about 20 minutes 
at a time, leaving about 45 
minutes between treatments. 
Compress. the sprained areal 
using an elastic bandage or 
wrap. Elevate the injured area 
when you can to help limit or 
prevent swelling. After two 
days, gently start using the 
injured area again. You should 
notice gradual, progressive 
improvement. If not, seek 
medical treatment. -

JRAC started in 
May, 1998, when the 
East Jordan District Li- 
brary moved to its new 
building. Fran Pletz, a 
library board member 


with an interest in the 
arts, suggested the old 
building be used as art 
center, noting that near- 
est art centers were in 
Petoskey and Cheboy- 
gan. The charter mem- 
bership totaled 115 in- 
dividuals, families, and 
businesses with Pletz 
serving as the first pres- 
ident.

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Equal pay 
for equal work 


Decades after people marched, formed coalitions and protested, 
women are still not paid dollar for dollar to men. They are paid 77 
cents to every dollar men are paid for equal work. Why is that? _ 

A man earning $12 per hour for a 40-hour week multiplied by 52 
weeks earns $24,960 per year. A woman earning 77 percent of that . 
earns $19,219. That is a difference of $5,741 per year. In 10 years a 
woman will have lost more than $57,000. 

On July 31, the U.S. House of Representatives passed the Pay- 
check Fairness Act, H.R. 1338. The Senate bill may be taken up after 
the August congressional recess. 

The legislation would amend the Equal Pay Act of 1963 to 


strengthen penalties for equal pay violations. A provision establishes | 


the right of wage discrimination plaintiffs under the Equal Pay Act to 
receive compensatory and punitive damages, a remedy that is avail- 
able in most other anti-discrimination statutes. 

The Paycheck Fairness Act requires the Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission (EEOC) and the Office of Federal Contract 
Compliance Programs to train employees on matters involving 
wages. It encourages the Department of Labor to make grants for 
programs that train girls and women in negotiation skills. 

Women are not earning “pin” money as some of them may have 


been in the 1940s and 1950s. Many of them are heads of households. 


Equal pay for equal work is long overdue. It’s surprising that em- 
ployers are still able to pay women less than men. 

U.S. Congressman Bart Stupak voted in support of the Paycheck 
Fairness Act. He is a co-sponsor of the House bill. 

Now. the U.S. Senate needs to do the right thing.

By the time I get to the basement, I'll need a shovel to remove the 
debris. 

While looking up, I observe that there is a disgusting layer of 
grime wedged into the crevices of the bathroom fan register grid. 
I’ve never noticed this before. I have been living in a dream and 
now that I’ ve awakened to this reality, there’s no going back. Iam 
obliged. to drag the step stool up two flights of stairs to rectify the 
situation. 

All-purpose cleaner and paper towels only skim the surface and 
push the dirt further into the vents. I dismount and arm myself 
with Q-Tips. This proves to be a pathetic attempt to avoid the 
inevitable. I trot back down two fights of stairs and return with a 
screwdriver to remove the register cover. It is a Phillips head and 
the screws require a flat-edge. I start back for the proper tool 
when I glance at the ceiling fan and observe that it appears to have

Dropping the screwdriver, I grab a rag and set the step stool be- 
neath the fan. Climbing to the top, I tilt my head back and a sud- 
den rush of vertigo sweeps over me.

To be forewarned is to be forearmed 


To the editor: 

At one time or another we Shave heard the old saying “straight from 
the horse’s mouth” which generally means what we hear is not a rumor 
or secondhand information, but from the source where it originated. 
One such topic is in a report entitled “FDA Science and Mission at 
Risk: Report of the Subcommittee on Science and Technology,” that 
was prepared for the FDA Science Board and was released in No- 
vember of 2007. As you may know, the FDA (Food & Drug Adminis- 
tration) has been overtly biased against natural medicine for decades. 
As-far back as 1949, the FDA Commissioner at the time, Dr. George 
Larrick, spoke to the Proprietary Association (an organization of patent 
medication manufacturers) convention in White Sulphur Springs, Vir- 
ginia, saying: “The activities of...so-called health food lecturers have 


increasingly engaged our attention...[we are fighting] the good fight.

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information technology infrastructure is inadequate. 3) The FDA does 


not have the capacity to ensure the safety of food for the nation. 4) The 
development of medical products based on “new science” cannot be. 
adequately regulated by the FDA. 5) The FDA lacks the information 
science capability and infrastructure to fulfill its regulatory mandate. 
The report also found that the FDA “cannot even keep up with the ad- 
vances in science.” It’s hard to believe, but you can read the full report

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Leyland fed up with Tigers, promises changes

ST. PETERSBURG, 

Fla. — “Disgusted,” 
“embarrassed, 

“ashamed,” “shocked” 
— those were the 
words fed-up Tigers” 
manager Jim Leyland 
used to describe his 
feeling on Sunday — 
and that was ali before 
the Tigers blew another 
would-be win, falling 
to the Tampa Bay Rays, 
6-5, in 10 innings, in 
what may have been 


their toughest defeat 


yet. 

In a 20-minute ha- 
rangue before Sunday’s 
loss Leyland served no- 
tice that major changes 
are coming — both in 
the lineup and in the 
starting rotation — if 
some of the undera- 
chieving players on his 
disappointing third- 
place team don’t start 
producing. 

“Tm not making 
threats, but I’m tired of 
this,” Leyland de- 
clared. 

Leyland’s words 
were spoken to the 
media — but they were 
clearly, and pointedly, 
aimed at his players. 

“Some people have 
got to do better or there 
are going to be some 
changes,” Leyland 


‘promised, following a 
lengthy meeting in his 
office with Tigers’ 

president/general man- 
ager Dave Dombrows- 


ki. 


“Some guys have got 
to step it up. Step up — 
their approach, and step 
up their tenacity. 
What’s going on right 
now is not good 
enough. If we have to 
change some things and 
play some kids down 
the stretch, we will.” 

Leyland didn’t name 
names. But he was 
most likely talking 
about designated hitter 
Gary Sheffield (.230, 9 
homers, 31 RBI), short- 
stop Edgar Renteria 
(.253, 5 HRs, 37 RBD, 
and pitcher Nate Rob- 
ertson (6-8, 6.06 ERA) 
as well as role players 
such as reliever Freddy 
Dolsi (1-4, 4.15 ERA). 

“Tm not going to 
keep putting people out 
there who aren’t pro- 
ducing,” Leyland said. 
“T’m not mad at any- 
body. But there are 
some guys who need to 
step it up. It’s that sim- 
ple. : 
“Some things are just 
not acceptable. You 
can’t keep playing 
people or handling 
pitchers the ball and 
getting nothing. If 
some people can’t play 
the rest of the season all 
out, I'll put somebody 


else in there who can.” 

The Tigers’ last two 
losses to Tampa Bay, in 
which they failed to 
take advantage on nine 
walks on Friday night, 
then threw 200 pitches 
in eight innings on Sat- 
urday, apparently were 
the last straw. 

“T’ ve been disgusted 
the last two nights — 
when I went back to the 
hotel,” Leyland said. 
“We got our butts 
kicked. If you’re not 
embarrassed by that, 
you should be.” 

-- Leyland didn’t make 
any lineup changes on 
Sunday, other than to | 
start Ramon Santiago at 
shortstop in place of 
Renteria. Leyland said 
he was merely giving 
Renteria a day off. 

“They can get mad at 
me until the cows come 
home, but I’ve got 
people on my butt,” 
Leyland admitted. 
“Bosses get nervous 
when things aren’t 
going well. If I was my 
boss, I’d be ticked off 
right now. And it has a 
trickle-down effect. 

“If I don’t produce, 
Pll get fired. If [have to 
tell some people, ‘I’m 
taking you out of the 
lineup, or out of the ro- 
tation,’ that’s what Pll 
do. I won’t hesitate. 

“We should be em- 
barrassed — and I’m 
not sure enough of us 


are,” an agitated Ley- 
land continued. “It’s 
been a disappointment 
since Day One. I’ve 
been more than disap- 
pointed. I’ve been 
shocked by our per- 
formance. This is a 
better team than the 
way we have played. 
“T’m ashamed,” Ley- 
land continued. “T think 
we're too good to be 
playing like this and. 
pitching like this. 
Maybe I’ve got them 
overrated, I don’t 


know. 


“If people don’t start 
stepping it up,-if time 
after time after time 
they don’t produce, you 
have to goin a different 
direction. It’s like fish- 
ing. I’m not going to sit 
at the same (bleep) lake - 
for a month and never 
get a nibble. I’m going 
to try a different lake, 
or try some different © 
bait. . 

“Sooner or later, 
whether you like it or 
not, you have to tell the 
players and you have to 
tell the media, than so- 
and-so, and so-and-so, 
and so-and-so are not 
producing,” Leyland 
said. 

“There’ll be no B.S. 
It'll be eyeball to eye- 
ball. When a player 
comes in to ask why 
he’s not playing, T’ll 
say, ‘Because you’re 
not doing (bleep).’ 


“We've had some 
performances that have 
been terrible. Overall, it 
just hasn’t been good 
enough. That’s why 
we're where we’re at. 

“Tm not talking 
about one or two guys 


- here,” Leyland continu- 


ed. “We've got too 
many guys who are not 
producing. We haven’t 
taken the bull by the 
horns. 

“We've got to ep: it 
up if we want to be in 
the hunt. If you don’t 
want to be in the hunt, 
go home. Take an early 
vacation. Start your 
winter early and come. 
back next spring. I 
bring some kids up to 
play. 

“Asa player, youcan 
either sit there and say, 
‘Oh, well, it’s just not 
our year.’ Or you can 
say, ‘We’ve got to step 
itup. We’ve got to strap 
it on. Let’s go.’ 

“There is a difference 
between effort and pro- 
duction,” Leyland said. 
“Hustle, effort, should 
never been an issue, 
Playing hard should be 
a no-brainer. eae 

“But at this level, the 
next step is production. 
All I can do is put your 
name in the lineup. The 
rest is up to you. It’s up 
to you to produce. If 
you produce, you play. 
If you produce, you 
pitch. It’s that simple.”
